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Snails and Snail-Eating. 


The snml's leiise of We shoulc.1 be a 


long one, if that may be measured by its 
powers of endurance. A lady collected 
»number of prettily-marked oues, and 
thought to fcil! them by n couple of boil- 
ing-water baths. The next morning she1 
ionndthe obstiuat« creatures crawling 
•bout the summer-house in which she 
3lod left them, some of the more rnmgry 
one* feeding upon the paste intended ior 
cementing them together.' The tender- 
hearted shell-artist cried at the sight, 
and determined to have nothing more to 
do with snail-boiling. 
In 1774. the 


members of the Boyal Society conld not 
be broaght to believe an Irish collector, 
wlio averred Shat certain white snails 
that had been confined in his cabinet (or 
at least fifteen years, came out of their 
shells upon his son pnttinf: them in 
warm water; but the possibility of the 
thing was proved in 1850, when, after 
tour years'somnolence in the British 
Jfnsenm, nn Egyptian aesert snail vvol:e 
up, none the worse for its long i est and 
abstinence. It fed heartily upon lettuce- 
leaves, and lived for two years longer. 
Spallanzani asserted he hail often be- 
headed snails without killing tliem, and 
that in a few months'they were as lively 
as ever, having grown new heads in re- 
tirement, but we fancy the Abbe must 
have played the hfadsmnn imperfectly, 
and only taken a slice oft', instead of the 
whole head. 
Snaii-eatiug has been in vofpie m Italy 


for many centuries. In Pliny's time, 
Barbara snails stood first in repute, 
those of Sicily ranking next: and it was 
the custom to fatten the creatures for the 
tabie by dieting them upon meal and 
new wine, with such success, if we clnre 
believe Yarro, that some of their shells 
•wonld hold ten quarts of liquor; &o that 
they must have rivaled the Brobdignng- 
ian snail ove;- whose shell poor Gulliver 
broke his shin. In modem Kome, fresh- 
gnthered snails are hawked by women 
from door to door, for the benefit of good 
housewives, who boil thorn in their 
shells, stew them, or fiy them in oil. An 
Englishman strolling about Palermo, 
came upon some j-eople gathered around 
•number of baskets tilled with whnt, at 
first sight, he took to be white pebbles. 
Upon nearer acquaintance, the pebbles 
proved to be snails, waiting to be thrown 
into a large iron pot standing over n fire 
made between, four stones, and boiled 
•with hfrbs and -tomatoes, for retailing 
to the expectant crowd., Dining after- 
ward with a Sicilian gentleman, he was 
invited to partake of some snails treated 
in this way, nnd, for politeness sake, 
forced himself to swallow two of them 
although he found it impossible to feign 
the delight with which his host and his 
daughter sucked the nvollnsks out of 
their shells. A century ago, some 4,- 
000.090'of snaife.were annually exported 
feomtJlm is "cags"'bf 10,000,' fetching 
from twenty-five to forty florins a cng. 
¥T«/3o>not~la»oiv,WTJJm still enrries on 
fce trade, but any one desiring a lesson 
in snail culture may learn all about it in 
the Tyrol. There youngsters of both 
Sexes are employed during the Summer 
months collecting snails as stock for the 
snail-gardens—small plots of land cleaved 
of trees, and covered with heaps of moss 
and pine-twigs, and separated from each 
Other by moats, hanng gratings at their 
octlets, to prevent any. truants that may 
get into the water from being carried be- 
yond bounds. The prisoners are sup- 
plied daily with fresh gross and cabbage- 
Uaves, until their appetites fail, an 3 
they retire into the mess-heaps for their 
Winter's steep, the last one they will en- 
joy-;, for when Spring comes, they .arc 
routed out of their beds, packed in straw - 
lined boxes, and sent on to market. In 
it favorable season, one of these gardens 
•will turn ontfortythousandsnails. Tho 
consumption of theni in South Tyrol 
must be great. The Italians nnl Tyrol- 
cm are Hot the only people who appre- 
ciate the merits o' these derm-feeding 
jnollnsks. In Palis, Bur^uudian sniuK 
are worth a half penny apiece, f.ud i300 
worth of snails tiro disposed of in the 
markets in the course of a year. Ju- 
ae?<Tf"the "estfiblishm'rait of a special 
market for *the a*le o£ aanile is talked 
abtoi, littl the authorities ,are consider- 
ing the expediency of making snails pay

The Biggest Trees. 


Kecent explorations show that the 


great Australian trees exceed in height, 
though not in circumference, the giants 
of Cn.i-onria ; some ol the Australian 
trees must bo regarded as very respecta- 
ble in girth as well as in height, tho 
.hollow trunk of one of them beinj large 
enough to permit three horseman to 
enter and turu without dismounting, 
•while they led a fourth horse. A fallen 
tree in the recesses, of Dandenong, Vic- 
toria, was measured not long since, and 
found to bo 420 feet long ; another, on 
the Black Spur, ten miles from Heals- 
•rille. measured 480 feet. The highest 
tofeesi on the Siei-ra Nevada, Cal., yet 
discovered, reached only 450 feet, the 
average size being from 300 to 400 feet 
in taught, and from '24 to 34 feet in 
diameter. 


Hogs in Texas. 


Texas was regarded as the great cattle 


State of tlie Union, and as a promising 
cotton and wool producing, State, but 
few have supposed that it would ever 
figure largely in the hog-growing busi- 
ness. It now seems possible, however, 
that Texas may lead other States, forhei 
climate is exceedingly favorable for hog- 
growing, and her soil is adapted to the 
raising of corn successfully. 
A sale of 


400 hogs shipped from San Antonio, 
Texcs, to St. Louis was made the othei 
day at six and a half cents per pound 
live weight. They were fat, smoothhogs, 
and averaged 250 pounds eauh. There 
ara 9,000 or 10,000 more in the same 
neighborhood, and the owners will send 
them to St. Louis, it is snid, as soon ah 
the good price obtained for the above 
experimental shipment shall be known.
